~CHAMPAGNE WINES; 

From a report on the wines ‘in the Paris 
exposition of 1867, prepared by BE, L. Beck- 
with,.of Ehglaud, we extract the -followit g 
pussages relating to champagnes : 

‘The distinctive appearance aud favor ‘of 
-thia wine are known toall the world. ~ Tech- 
nically, its characteristics are great -“ ele- 
gance” and fruitiness, without excessive 
Swovtneas:.- Its affervescency aliould uot be 
‘tov-rapid, and should form: coruseating bub- 
bles rather than 2 smooth froth on the sure 
face. The boxquet should be suggestive 
rather of a delicate dryness thart of -a cloy- 
ing sweetness, - Jt is erroneous to assume 
that.champagne-dovs not require keeping 
after being landed in England. Itmay not 
bo necessary tu lay it by for any very couai- 
derable period’; yet it is certainly suscepti- 
dle of ripening ; and I know fesr wines that 
show more improvement after the repose of 
oe or two years This opinion will, I 
think, be shared by those wlio have beon 
fortunate’ enough to taste, - lately, chatn- 
pagne of the vintage of 1867, landed in 
England, any, in 1861. It should not. be 
Tetuined in cases, but the bottles‘slionld be’; 
kept in a coul plave with-good ventilation, 

Champagne is known by the names of the 
houses by. whom it is manufactured, rather 
than by the vineyards where it ie grown. 


The French (who might cortainly - be 
assuined: the fairest critics of their own 
staple) and the majority of Continental 
nations—to which miust bu added the Ame- 
licats—prefer a very . sweet champague 
In some cases as much us one-fiith of the: 
whole volume” of -the wins should ba, te 
suit tlie Continental taste, simply. syrup. 
in Eughuil, on thi. coutrary, champagie 
containing one-tenth of pure syecharme 
mitter is cunsidered sweet; and many 
Euglishmen would be betier pleased if the 
per centage amounted only to une-twelfth 
A moderated sweetness I hold to’ be mote 
| Wholesome ; aud an aversion: tu. excess-of 
saccharine Ia, { think, indivative of good 
taste ; but it-is exceedingly dificult to judge 
champagna by the standurd of other winca. 
lt is, to. 4 great -estout, “non-natural,” 
and s manufactured aid too often sophiati- 
cated articlé, Natural wine should hare 
gotte through the entire ordeal of fenian- 
tation ; but the very fact of the efferves 
ceuce of champagtie proves that the ler 
mentation has auill.to be complet-dy auu 
this ‘transition: state, although: renderin. 
it very agreeable, detracts trom its whole 
someness, ne 5 . 

It nay hero: be remarked ‘that this ataée 
of effer'vescence,’ or iuconiplete fermenta- 
tion, ia created ‘in Germany. by a procéss 
different from that resurted to in Kran.e. 
Th the latter country tha wine is bottled 
before the natural fermentation is accom- 
plished, the time for bottling being in the 
spring tullowing the vintage. in Germany 
the wine is allowed to terment to the fulles: 
extent. ~ How much or bow'little sugar 1 
required to‘augment tha uatural syreetuess 
of the wine having been afterwards: naver- 
tained; the requiaite quantity of syrup is 
‘then added to each bottle, and tha wine iy 
placed iva heated room and ioced into g 
turther fermeutation. © Which of thess two 
modes shouldbe considered the least ub- 
jectionable I must leavo others to detér- 
mine. ‘It is a very significant fact, touching 
the quality of thesyrupintroducedintucham- 
pagne, that the sweeteuing for wine intend- 
ed for the English market is prepared with 
brandy, whily thet for-Franos anu the con 
-tinent is made with wine, The former, un 
turally, ia of incceaséd strongth ; but this 
ineveaso is at the expense of this. bouquet; 
aid is, very probauly, injurious 10 diges- 
‘tion, Tvhave bei able to, compare aii the 
spot, at Rheims, the champasuve uestined 
for the different’ markets, That for Eng- 
land was alinost destitute of the subtle ana 
delicate flavor of the Mrenoh, at the game 
time-displaying an anginentation of o.aras 
and onwiolesofie strength, Lam ralue- 
tant to_belivvo*that the taste of the clases 
who in England habitually drink champ igne 
is so Vitinted ‘as to induce a prefereiice for 
a fiery and over-nleoholized product. . Nay, 
T rather incline to think that, wore the finer 
aud “gentler article more extensively in. 
troduced, it would be nore largely patiou- 
ized thau the “fortified” wine ; but, rightly 
or wrongly. wa have gained w reputation 
for addictedaess tu heady and potent drinks, 
and a bad name once acqnired is with difti: 
culty Jost. = a Ae 

The medicival qualities of chau igne I 
must leave to be dilated upon y the 
faculty. - ‘Thete can be no doubt, however, 
that its value aso inedicine is year after 
year more largely.acknowloilged by medical 
jhon. It ‘often snpersciles—or at least 
supplements—brandy in. keeping. up the 
‘system in cases of extremo exhaustion, It 
is Poorly. presctibed in. avute sei-sick- 
ness, and I can persunally vauoh, for. its 
wonderfully . revivifying powers. aud’ its. 
faculty of rotaition on tha stomach when 
no other liquid. could be retained. To its 
general exhilirating properties, to its gur.t'e 
stimulus, to the’ innovent cheerfulness it 
promotes, all civilized mankind cau bear 
tostinony ; but these remarks apply strictly 
atl sole:y to good champagne. Than bail 
champugne,; ‘nothing can possibly be ima- 
‘ginedt more - injurious td health—it ‘ia 
poison, : cs aks 

Our. English. habits and customs differ, 
again, from those uf Frauce as to the time 
and mode of drinking chainpagns, The 
French usually take it exvossively iced, aud 
towards the end of diner; while in Hng- 
lanil it is not proferably drank ju a-state of 
coolness, approaching frigidity, and it is 
served at the.commeénceinent or towards the 
middle of the repast, 1 conceive that we 
are-in the right as tothe conditions of 
temperature in.which we take champagne, 
bus that.we grossly err in imbibing it ut the 
beginning of our mala; for, after partaking 
of champague, it - becomes extremely 
Gi fleult, if, not impossible to do justice to 
more natural wines. coe F
